Councilmembers asking, * where *s city ’5 water! ’ 


The Sierra Madre News continues its series, 
written in the mid-’90s by Jan Maddox, about our 
water woes. Ed. 

For over 30 years Sierra Madre taxpayers have 
paid what many feel is an exhorbitant tax for an 
insurance policy which has now way to pay when it is 
needed. 

The insurance policy is water. We’ve never 
needed it before and perhaps that is why, when our 
four-city district (San Gabriel Municipal Water 
District), which promised in the early 1970s to 
provide the means of getting added water to us 
“soon,” and again in the mid-1980s “Within the 
year,” neither our elected representative, nor our 
City Council raised a ruckus as it didn’t come to 
pass. 

Now we are in the midst of a serious drought, 
we’ve been asked to curtail water usage by 10 
Percent and the Raymond Basin Management 
Board says we overpumped our water allotment by 
more than 500 acre feet in 1989. 

The combination seems to have fired up the 
councilmembers to the point where all five are 
voicing pressing concern and several are sounding 
downright bellicose. 

Council Clem Bartolai said, “Our representative 
(Charles Corp) is trying to wrestle with the 
problem, but I don’t feel anything is being done as 
far as help goes.

“When I was mayor in 1988-1989, I wrote a 
letter requesting help and never had a response. 

“We’re not able to pull our money out and we’re 
not receiving any value for a very long-term 
investment. 

“They want us to come up with a 
‘solution.’ Why should the city hire an engineer and 
submit a ‘solution’ for the district to simply vote 
on? They should put some work and investment 
into it. 

“We’ve told them our desires — first, 
emergency, then supplemental water. We’ve had 
various meetings and study sessions. Now maybe it’s 
time to come down hard. 

“As 1 said at a recent study session with them, ‘1 
don’t thing anything is being done. What is 
happening here?’ 

“So far 1 don’t see anything. We need to start 
dictating what we want done.” 

Councilwoman Maryann McGillivray stated 
that she feels that Sierra Madre has received “no real 
concrete return in terms of water supply” and 
questioned why nothing has been done. 

“We should become more active 
participants.” The district, she said, could help to 
pay for feasibility and engineering studies on 
possible solutions such as the additional tunnel 
or wells in the Arcadia area. 

She feels the district “owe us.” “We’ve been

paying in for some time and haven’t gotten back 
what we’ve put in,” she said. 

She is convinced the citizens of Sierra Madre 
would be adamantly opposed to getting water from 
the Metropolitan Water District (MWD), (one 
proposal under discussion) — “at least those who 
understand anything about MWD. They don’t want 
MWD water because of the quality, source and 
cost,” she stated. 

She feels the council “needs to take a strong 
stand, to push forward rather than just looking to 
staff.” 

At this point, however, she has “no specific 
suggestions for them.” 

Councilman Roy Buchan feels differntly about 
the possibility of securing MWD water. 

“Our district water is not potable. If we could 
get water from them, it would have to be either 
treated or spread. MWD water would taste just like

Most county residents are aware that Los 
Angeles area smog is the worst in the country. 
This is due to a combination of climate and 
geography. The local organization responsible 
for monitoring and, hopefully, improving this 
situation is the South Coast Air Quality Manage¬ 
ment District (AQMD). 

In 1947, the County Board of Supervisors 
created the County Air Pollution Control 
District. In 1977, the Los Angeles activity 
merged with corresponding organizations in 
Orange, Riverside, and San Bernardino Counties 
to form the AQMD, which received jurisdiction 
over the four county area now known as the 
South Coast Air Basin. 

The AQMD has traditionally controlled 
emissions from large, stationary sources of air 
pollution. Such sources range from large facilities 
such as oil refineries, power plants, and chemical 
plants, to smaller sites such as small businesses 
and homes. About 40<7o of air pollution comes 
from stationary sources. The remaining 60»/o 

is emitted by mobile sources, vehicles, trains, 
and planes. Recent legislation has also autho¬ 
rized the AQMD to control pollution from 
moving sources, through programs to develop 
clean fuels, patrols for smoking vehicles, and 
by requiring employers to offer ridesharing 
incentives. 

Aspects of the AQMD’s program include 
the development and enforcement of rules 
regulating emissions, preparing and updating the 
Air Quality Management Plan for attaining air 
^ quality standards, maintaining a network 
of 34 air monitoring stations to track 
pollutant levels, reports from which can be 
found in some daily newspapers, researching new 
technologies to improve air quality, and interact¬ 
ing with the public. 

Companies within the district must get 
AQMD permits to build, alter, or run equip¬ 
ment that either causes or controls air pollution. 
Active permits on file now number more that 
55,000 at 23,000 locations. The AQMD employs 
more that 800 people. Its inspectors respond to 
more than 10,000 compaint calls a year. 
Penalties for violating AQMD rules or permit ^ 
conditions include fines of up to $25,000 per day 
and/or a jail term. Offenders can be forced to 
shut down or modify polluting equipment. 

The AQMD may be reached at the following 
numbers: For general air quality information i 
call 1-800-242-4022, for the daily air quality 
report 1-800-242-4666, and for non-vehicle air 
pollution complaints 1-800-572-6306. If you see 
a vehicle on the road spewing smoke or fumes, 
you can do more than shake a fist or grind your 
teeth: call 1—800—CUT—SMOG with the 
particulars of date, time, location, license plate, 
or if a bus, company name and number. The 
AQMD will identify the registered owner and 
send a letter of non-compliance. All but the 
second of the four phone numbers listed above 
respond 24 hours a day, seven days a week.

UNITED STATES CODE 

Revised 1985 

99th Congress, 1st Session 


THE FLAG OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


Title 36 

Conduct During Playing of National Anthem 

171 During rendition of the national anthem when the flag is dis¬ 
played, all present except those in uniform should stand at attention 
facing the flag with the right hand over the heart. Men not in uniform 
should remove their headdress with their right hand and hold it at the 
•left shoulder, the hand being over the heart. Persons in uniform should 
render the military salute at the first note of the anthem and retain this 
position until the last note. When the flag is not displayed, those present 
should face toward the music and act in the same manner they would if 
the flag were displayed there. 

The Pledge of Allegiance to Flag 

172 The Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, “/ pledge allegiance to the 
Flag of the United States of America, and to the Republic for which it 
stands, one Nation under God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for 
all”, should be rendered by standing at attention facing the flag with the 
right hand over the heart. When not in uniform men should remove 
their headdress with their right hand and hold it at the left shoulder, the 
hand being over the heart. Persons in uniform should remain silent, 
face the flag, and render the military salute. 

Display and Use of Flag 

173 The following codification of existing rules and customs per¬ 
taining to the display and use of the flag of the United States of America 
is established for the use of such civilians or civilian groups or organ¬ 
izations as may not be required to conform with regulations prom¬ 
ulgated by one or more executive departments of the Government of the 
United States. The flag of the United States for this purpose shall be 
defined according to United States Code, chapter 10, sections 1 and 2 of 
Title 4 and Executive Order 10834 issued pursuant thereto.

According to the California State Chamber 
of Commerce, a recent letter to some 700,000 
California businesses from the Internal Revenue 
Service and the Employment Development 
Departmeni concerning misclassilying workers 
as independent contractors was their first and 
final warning. 

The IRS crackdown has been going on for 
some time. There has been little publicity about 
the IRS effort which has caused criticism from 
both the business community and the Congress. 

The State Chamber is warning California 
businesses that the IRS/EDD letter was incom¬ 
plete and could cause businesses to be fined or 


lose their ability to defend themselves in an 
audit. Specifically, the letter urged businesses 
to obtain and fill out IRS from SS—8, and to 
consult with the IRS and EDD to determine if 
their workers are independent contractors or 
employees. 

“Come into my web,” said the spider to the fly. 
The State Chamber has always been particularly 
concerned about California businesses main¬ 
taining fair and ethical employer/employee 
practices. But, they point to the fact that an 
overwhelming majority of SS-8’s submitted 
result in a ruling that the worker is an employee. 
If workers are employees, the hiring business is 
liable for back taxes and fines. It is very difficult 
to reverse an SS-8 decision. 

In a letter to local Chambers, State Chamber 
Senior Vice President James P. Kennedy 
urged California employers to comply with the 
independent contractor rules. He suggested two 
steps that will allow an employer to be in com¬ 
pliance, but avoid an audit. 

First. Contact their tax advisor to determine 
if they are affected by the independent contractor 
issue. If so, discuss the changes needed to 
comply with the rules and determine if it is 
advisable to submit an SS-8 for further clarifica¬ 
tion. 

Second. Order and read the “Guide to Hiring 
Independent Contractors.” Written in layman’s 
terms and reviewed by the IRS and EDD, this 
guide not only explains the rules, but shows the 
fatal flaws. For further information, contact 
the Main Street, Chamber office, c/o Ron 
Hutson, Executive Director, 49 S. Baldwin 
Avenue, Unit K, Sierra Madre, Ca 91024.

Theatre Americana 
has been in business well 
over 50 years as 
Altadena’s community 
theater and through per¬ 
sonnel and other changes 
they have kept up a spirit 
of adventure and com- 
raderie that has held 
loyal audiences. They are 
dedicated to producing 
new and original works, 
and have a playreading 
committee to sort 
through the 100-odd 
plays they receive every 
year to find the four that 
are given production. 
Their current offering is 
“Nation Invisible” by 
Ron Robinson, an ex¬ 
perienced playwright 
from Sioux Falls, a 
suspense drama with 
philosophical overtones. 

Ory Niles (Gordon 
Cahill) is a dispossessed 
and desperate farmer 
who returns to his run¬ 
down house with his son 
(Mathes Tallacksen) and 
his blind father, with a 
confused determination 
to wreak revenge on the 
banker (Peter 

Achterhof) who 
foreclosed on him. The 
banker and his wife 
(Tracy Hatch) and 
daughter (Jennifer Con¬ 
stantino) are lured to the 
house and held prisoner 
while Ory tries to make 
them understand and 
feel the way his life has 


been destroyed. 

The character of Ory 
is well-drawn, and his 
desperation makes him 
shift back and forth in 
his attitude and inten¬ 
tions—a meaty role for 
any actor. He talks and 
talks, reasoning with 
himself as well as with 
others, and holding the 
stage almost all the time. 
Gordon Cahill is nearly 
up to the job. The varie¬ 
ty of Ory’s attitudes as 
he goes from near-mania 
to depression and back 
would strain the abilities 
of Broadway’s finest. 

At least he can move 


around. The banker is 
actually tied to a chair 
and the other characters 
are constantly being told 
to “stay put” which 
strains the ingenuity of 
the director (Bruce Hoff¬ 
man) when it comes to 
varying the stage pic¬ 
ture. Fortunately, the 
wife is freer, and the 
banker’s daughter and 
the farmer’s son have a 
pleasantly sane moment 
in a truck. 

Achterhof is not much 
stiffer than his character 
is supposed to be. Hatch 
as the wife is as natural 
as could be expected 
under the circumstances, 
and Constantino as the 
daughter hs an amusing 
self-centeredness entirely 
suited to the age group. 
Tallack as the son draws 
a sympathetic picture of 
a young man beginning 
to think for himself. 

The characters are 


well-drawn, the attitudes 
fairly presented, and 
the play has great 
possibilities. Theatre 
America’s service is to 
show an actor just what 
practical problems he 
may have forgotten in 
the heat of creation.

I And since the journey must begin somewhere, 
find a taproot and grow from there, the men 
began with introductions that was a double 
image of their fathers, their selves. 

The stories began with Daniel Attias’ telling 
of “Hans My Hedgehog,” a Brothers Grimm 
tdle (and these brothers were appropriately 
named!), accompanying himself on bongo 
drums. Berkley Hudson followed, in his farmer’s 
overalls, and changed the mood with “Jack and 
The Bean Tree” His Southern drawl and 
harmonica playing added lightness and humor 




to a production which otherwise took itself 
pretty seriously. 

The four were back together on stage for a 
haunting “Johnny We Hardly Knew Ye.” 
Poems by Rumi, D. H. Lawrence, and William 
Butler Yeats finished the set and were vehicles 
for Morrison’s amazing gift of graceful dance 
and Corner’s spirited drumming. 

After the intermission, the performance 
really began to soar. Morrison told (and moved 
through) the story of Orpheus, and this was the 
highlight of the evening for me, because of the 
power of the story, yes, and the genius of the 
telling. It was a tough act to follow, and Hudson 
followed it, again changing the pace and mood 
with a Jack Tale. 

The last segment of the performance was a 
“Poetry Round” and the four men recited, 
mostly from memory, poems by William 
Stafford, Rumi, Rilke, Robert Bly, Louis 
Jenkins, and Antonio Machado, and Pablo 
Neruda. “Let the beauty that we love...” was 
recited first by Morrison then by all four men, 
and then the audience too repeated the line 
that actually summed up what the performance, 
what these men and their journey were about.

ours if we spread it and let it percolate into the 
ground as we do now with our surface water.” 

He, too, however, is less than,happy with the 
district. 

* “1 am very disappointed in the district’s 
performance. It was formed to provide additional 
water if needed. That was done for Monterey Park, 
Alhambra and Azusa, but not Sierra Madre. It 
hasn’t completed its job and we’ve paid some very 
heavy taxes to the district over the years. At one 
point it was as high at .10 per hundred dollars 
assessed valuation and its still the third highest item 
on our tax bill. 

Buchan looks to the Raymond Basin 
Management Board for possible solutions to our 
problems — not to our district.

"I have kind of lost faith in our district,” he 
stated. 

The city staff, with George Zimmerman acting as 
consulting engineer, are also preparing requests for 
submission to the Raymond Basin Management 
Board at their July meeting regarding changes in the 
formulas used for our spreading credit. 

Councilman Gary Adams stated that if we don’t 
get rain pretty soon Sierra Madre is going to be in 
real trouble and “our primary concern now is 
straightening out the formula used by our Raymond 
Basin” which he feels overly penalizes the water we 
spread. 

This created a real problem, he pointed out, 
when the tunnels were under repair and that water 
was spread instead of being put directly into the 
system with the same “loss” formula applied as to 
surface run-off. 

As a result, the watermaster’s report showed us 
as being 564 acre feet overpumped at the end of 
fiscal 1989 and Adams thinks it may now be almost 
as much again. He believes the formula should have

been one for one, since tunnel water is not counted 
as part of the penalized spreading credit, but 
normally is free and clear since it is put directly into 
the water system. 

He says the water table was also so low when that 
that was spread that none would have escaped into 
the lower San Gabriel Basin — the reason for our 
usual penalties, which give us only 40 percent credit 
for the water we spread the first year and decreases 
beyond that in subsequent years. 

Like Buchan, he is looking the Raymond Basin 
Management Board for solutions now, not our 
district. 

He feels that the district is willing to do 
something, but doesn’t know if it can help us even if 
it wants to do so. 

He wants to sit down with the the district’s legal 
staff and our city attorney and determine exactly 
what our legal rights and obligations as a member of 
the district may be, as well as the district’s 
' obligations to us. 

“People don’t realize the situation is as serious 
as it is,” he said. We need to get our problems in the 
Raymond Basin solved. Then we can talk about the 
San Gabriel Basin.” 

In our next article we will include interviews with 
Charles Corp, our district representative, Tom 
Shollenberger, Sierra Madre resident and former 
member of the Raymond Basin Management Board 
for a number of years until a recent change in 
position to General Manager of Rancho Cucamonga 
County Water District, as well as several other of the 
individuals involved in seeking solutions to our 
water problems. 

From them we will learn about some of the 
possibilities which exist, what they feel we should be 
pushing for, and what both the district and - 
Raymond Basin boards may or may not be willing - 
and/or able to do for us.
